This might be 
made a feature of Arbor-Day or worked 
in combination with Clean-up- Day, or all 
three Days combined in one, Our prair- 
je towne are pretty bare places without 
trees and the past. two dry seasons have 
been unfavorable for itnproving conditions. 
But already there is a fair amount of 


moisture in the ground, to give astart to 
the trees that may be planted. The chief 
ditliculty is, of course, in getting the trees, 
and at a price that would nor be prohib- 
itive. We hear of cases where people 
bave already spent twenty-five dollars 
with but little result. lt would appear 
that the native poplar is the safest tree to 
plant, but the Russian poplar is also good 
and the spruce. In the country such men 
as Jas. Laut, Wm. Pines and Jerry Fike 
have had good sfftcess with their trees. 
Whatever is to be done this year, must 
be done quickly.

Henry Morgenthau Says U.S. Must 
Take Her Part in Settling Up 
Affairs in Europe 


New York.—A warning that the 
United States will be involved in an- 
other European war within ten years, 
unless she accepts her share of the 
responsibility of putting Europe and 
Asia on their feet again, was uttered 
by Henry Morganthau, former am- 
bassador to Turkey, in an address be- 
fore the students of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Mr. Morganthau declared that the 
United States in refusing to accept a 
mandate for Constantinople had lost 
an advantage which it can never gain. 

After asserting that the magnificent 
talk of self-determination has all died 
away, and that the nations of Europe 
are “going back to the old order,” the 
former ambassador continued: “Un- 
less militarism is destroyed and the 
new order of things established, I 
predict that all you young men will 
be called upon again to bear arms in 
a European war, and that all of you 
who were too young two years ago 
will receive your first call for service.”

Constantinople. — The situation in 
Southern Russia is so uncertain that 
the alljed officials are fearful-of a gen- 
eral Bolshevik triumph, more, how- 
ever, through the internal dissensions 
than the entrance of Red forces from 
the outside. 

General Schilling is at Sebastopol 
rcommanding the volunteer forces 
which held the Crimean isthmus. 

The surrounding lagoons are frozen 
hard, however, and it is feared the 
Bolsheviki may approach on the ice. 

Sebastopol harbor is cluttered with 
uscless shipping. Ten thousand per- 
sons are registered willing to get 
away, while 11,000 more are on ships 
from Odessa without adequate food 
or medicine. Typhus is raging among 
the refugees. It is impossible to take 
away the population, as commanders 
of allied warships in the harbor appar- 
ently lack authority for such action. 

An agreement has been reached be- 
tween Gencral Denikine and the Cos- 
sack. supreme council.” The Terek 
Cossacks are giving their whole- 
hearted support, ‘but the Don and 
Kuban Cossacks are making reserva- 
tions which will weaken the  anti- 
Bolshevik strength and will make the 
Crimean situation doubtful.

Addressing a conference of New 
South Wales proprietors of country 
newspapers, the state premier, W, A.
